Dear Mr. Krauss: 


I was away when your letter came in and some of my notes on 
Liberian coins were at home. This accounts for the delay. Clark told me 
you were in Monday and there would be no need to write. However, I might 
as well give you the information I have. : ! 


The 1¢ pieces of 853 started the Liberian coinage. They were made 
by the American Colonization Society for use in Liberia, I am inclined to 
think that some stayed over here and were used for propoganda purposes. 


There was also an issue of copper coins in 1847 of 2 and 1¢ pieces and a 


Similar issue in 1862, In 1896 there was another issue of 2 and 1¢ pieces, 
as well as 25 and 10¢ pisces in silver ~ possibly a 50¢ piece. Im 1906 
there was an issue of 50, 25 and 10¢ silver pieces and the same design as 
i896, and also 2 and 1¢ pieces in copper. You know, of course, about the 
1957 issue. I think there is a quarter as well, but have not seen it. 


In the Yon Robert catalogue there is a counterstamp of Liberia, 
showing a head and the date 1847 on a Columbian peso. 


There have been a great many pattern piecess I think most of them 
were made by various firms with the intention of trying to sell a coinage 
to Liberia, ©
